Matt informed OPDX back in 
December that he travels to Ghana almost every month for work reasons. He states that he is on 
"almost every evening on 20, 30, 40, 60 and 80 m; his setup is a FT-891 and vertical antenna, mainly 
FT8 and other digital modes, if propagation helps also SSB." On FT8 (Fox-Hound Mode) the suggested 
frequencies are: 3 567, 7 056, 10 131 and 14 090 kHz. QSL via IZ4YGS, direct or eQSL.
